Mr. Baker of New York offered an amend-: 


ment providing that all articles on importa- 
tion into the United States, whether em- 
braced in the free list or otherwise, shall be

States. 


Mr. Anderson of Kansas opposed the 
amendment on the ground that it would 
place it in the power of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to regulate the tariff of me United 
States. 

Mr. Butterworth of Ohio opposed the 
amendment, saying it would wreck the inter- 
change of commodities between the United 
States and every other country and would 
work a great hardship upon the people. The 
Committee of the Whole had proceeded 
along the lines of the bill for a number of 
days and then the gentiemen of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means had taken the 
floor and held it with amendments until 
nearly the last hour, so that amendments 
whicb other gentlemen might desire to sub- 
mit could not have the consideration which 
was necessary to determine what the con- 
sensus of opinion was. It was not fixed that 
the ark of the Republican covenant was com- 
mitted toa few; and he regretted that there 
had not been that conference which would 
enable members to prune the bill. 

Mr. Farquhar of New York protested 
against the amount of protection given to 
barley, and Mr. Bliss of Michigan character- 
ized the bili as the best measure which had 
ever been presentea to Congress. 

During this brief discussion the House was 
in a turmoil. The demands of the Chair for 
order were unheeded, the rules of the com- 
mittee were disregarded, and each speaker 
as he arose was greeted with calls of 
“Louder.” In we midst of the confusion 
the hour of noon arrived, and in accufdance 


with the special rule adopted, and without a, 


vote being reached on Mr. Baker’s amend- 
ment, the committee rose and reported the 
bill to the House. 

Mr. McKinley demanded the previous ques- 

tion on ibe bill and amendments. The Dem- 
ocrats demanded the yeas and nays, and the 
previous question was ordered—yeas, 161; 
nays, 143. 
„Mr. Coleman of Louisiana and Feather- 
ston of Arkansas voted with the Democrats, 
and Mr. Adams and Mr. Butterworth de- 
clined to vote. 

The amendments were then read in detail. 
The first amendment on which a separate 
vote was demanded was one changing the 
phraseology of the tin-plate clause. It was 
adopted by the narrow margin of yeas, 150; 
nays, 140. 

The next vote was equally close, but this 
time the Democrats were victorious, the 
amendment fixing the duty on jute yarn be- 
ing defeated—yeas, 143; nays, 144. The duty 
now fixed by the bill 1s 30 per cent. 

The amendment to the paragraph imposing 
a duty of 50 per cent ad vaiorem on all manu- 
factures of silk not specially provided for, 
providing that ali such manufactures: of 
which wool or hair of the camel, goat, or 
other like animal isa component material 
shall be classified as manufactures of wool, 
was agreed to—yeas 155, nays 142. 

The vinegar amendment adopted last aight 
in Committee of the Whole was agreed to. 
This was the last amendment, and the en- 
grossment and third reading of the bill hav- 
ing been ordered Mr. Carlisle of Kentucky 
offered the following amendment: 

Resoived, That the pending bill be recommitted 
to the Committee on Ways and Means, with in- 
structions to report the same back to the House at 
the earliest possſble day, and so amended by sub- 
stitute or otherwise as to reduce the revenues of 
the Government by reducing the burdens of tax- 
ation on the people instead of reducing the du- 
ties by imposing probibitory rates of taxation 
upon imported goods. |Democratic applause.) 

The resolution was defeated—yeas 140, 
nays 164. [Republican appiause. | 

The bill was then passed—yeas 164, nays 
142—amid applause on both sides of the 
House, the Democratic applause being de- 
risive in its character.

Chicago to Have Two Large Establleh- 
ments Outside the Trust. 

The great Linseed-Oil Trust will have a 
brace of pretty husky antagonists in Chicago 
before the autumn comes. Two independent 
mills are now quietly building, which will 
start in with a ty of nearly one-fifth 
the present business of all the fifty Western 
mills and with room enough and money 
enough to increase the capacity almost in- 
definitely. 

The Wright & Hill's Linseed-Oil company 
already has the foundations down for a great 
mill. It is located at the.corner of Lumber 
and Twenty-second streets. Tne main build- 
ing—the oil mill—will be a three-story brick 
structure, 116x70 feet. Back of this the pow- 
er-house will be put up, 55x70 feet. The cake- 
house will lie just south—a substantial build- 
fig, 41x235 feet, running down tothe river 
edge, making possible direct connection with 
the Doats that handle the oil-cake. The tank- 
house, a building 200x125 feet, the elevator, 
50x158 feet, and the office building, 56x26 
feet, are all under the hands of tne work- 
men. The factory will be the second largest 
in America, being only topped by the Camp- 
bell-Thayer mill in New York. It will start 
in with twenty-four presses, having a ca- 
pacity of 1,000,000 bushels a year. All the 
other Western milis together have a capacity 
of less than 8,000,000 bushels. The entire 
cost of the plant will be between $250,000 ana 
$275,000, and the works will be put in opera- 
tion about the middie of August if bad weath- 
er or strikes ao not interfere. The officers 
of the company are Henry H. Getty, Presi- 
dent; Charles F. Hills, Secretary; James 
Wright, Manager; O. R. Nelson, Superin- 
tendent. They held the same positions in 
the Wright & Lawther mill until last Feb- 
ruary, when they sold that big establishment 
to the trust. Mr. Hilis was asked yesterday 
whether the new company intended to fight 
the trust. He said: We won't fight it un- 
less it fights us, but if the battle is begun on 
the other side the only thing we can do is to 
fight back. However, we expect no trouble. 
We will go auead manufacturing and seiling 
independent of the trust and we will attempt 
to sustain the present pleasant relations be- 
tween our company and the officers of the 
trust.” 

The other mill will belong to the Metzger 
Linseed-Oil company. It will stand away 
out at the intersection of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral and the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
tracks. It will be a twelve-press mill, with a 
capacity of 500,000 bushels a year, and it will 
cost between $75,000 ana $100,000. These 
two independent mills have as competitors 
in Chicago the Northwestern, the Swannell, 
the Hanford-Hall, and the Wright & Law- 
ther companies in the trust, and une Chicago 
White Lead company on the outside. 


AN UNDERGROUND AND “L” LINE. 


New Railroad Scheme for Chleago— Eastern 


Capital interested. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., May 21.—|Special.]— 
The Secretary of State today granted a char- 
ter to the Chicago Arcade Rapid Transit rail- 
way company, with principal office at Chica- 
go and a subscribed capital stock of 8. 000, 
000. The company proposes to construct a 
line of railway, the main track to commence 
atsome point east of Fifth avenue, between 
Madison and Harrison streets, to extend west 
to the present and future city limits; a 
branch to commence at the main line be- 
tween Ashland avenue and Wood street, to 
extend north or south 400 feet from Milwau- 
kee avenue; thence northwest toa point 400 
feet north of North avenue, west to the pres- 
ant or future city limits; a branch to com- 
mence at the first-named branch at a poipt 
between Chicago avenue and Augusta stree 
thence west to city limits, and such ocher 
branches as may be deemed necessary and 
proper by such company, with all necessary 
switches, turn-tables, crossways, and sta- 
tions as may be required. 

The incorporators and first Board of Di- 
rectors are E. Louis Kuhns, Harry A. Ritter, 
Alexander F. Shuman, Percy L. Shuman, 
and Joseph H. Defrees. 

Percy L. Shuman, one of the incorporators, 
said yesterday: 


“The scheme is to have an underground 


road on the South Side to connect with an 


elevated road on the West Side. The route 


is outiined in the articles of incorporauon 
(as given above). lam not at liberty to give 
the names of the men who will furnish the 
capital necessary to build the road. Most ot 
the money wiil come from the East, however. 
I do not think that any of the existing sur- 
face-raiilroad companies are interested in the 
new deal. The promoters think they see a 
chance to make money in a legitnaate way 
—without selling out—and wili build the 
road as soon as the authority shall be given 
by the Council. Property along the right 
of way will de purchased by the company; it 
will not be necessary to secure the signatures 
of property-owners. 


KANSAS CITY’S DEFAULTING TREASURER. 


Peake Will Be Given a Chance to Explain

Kansas City, Mo., May 21.— [Special. — 
The shortage in City Treasurer Peake’s ac- 
counts and his suspension from office were 
almost the sole topic of conversation wher- 
ever men met today. City Controller Stan- 
ley Hobbs, by direction of Mayor Holmes, 
took charge of the Treasurer’s office and 
business went on as usual. Mr. Peake did 
not venture down-town, but it was stated 
was at home and in bed sick. There was 
hurrying to and fro among his bondsmen. 
Maj. B. F Jones of the Water Works com- 
pany, one of the most prominent of Peake’s 
bondsmen, admitted the shortage and ex- 
plained that the deficit was occasioned by 
Peake lending the city’s money to personal 
friends. The net deficit, as announced this 
morning, is $21,006.16. The Mayor ha- called 
a special meeting of the City Council to ap- 
point an investigating committee to go over 
the books. This will take about two days, 
after. which Peake will te given an oppor- 
tunity to defend himself before the Council.

Whether the 
new line will take any other business than 
commercial is a matter which remains to 
be settled, but even with Board of Trade 
business alone I am satisfied it could make 
money with a rate of 15 cents to New York. 
The other lines now charge 40 cents, which 
is a good deal too much.“

Par- 
ticularly, it doesn't let the people know how 
it is skinning them, The Board of Trade 
telegraph iine will be run for just what it 
costs to do the work and to keep up the line 
in first-class condition. You know how this 
little Chicago and Milwaukee telegraph line 
has kept down the rates to Milwaukee. Well, 
wecan do the same thing with the other 
cities. Lou'll see too that Mmneapolis and 
Dulutb ana the other cities will come in too. 
This will be a genuine competitor for the 
Western Union, because not only will the 
self-interest of the stockholders keep them 
from selling out, but also the feeling of 
patriotism of Joyalty to the board.”

Beginning 
with Poileau, Cashier Dungan said he 
had ho account in the dank. He 
was a bookkeeper. Under instructions of 
President Pfeiffer, the $150,000 in his name 
on the books was passed to the credit of John 
J. McFariane, subject to his check. Ewbanks, 
Mr. Dungan said, was an employé ana had 
no account at the bank. The amount of 
$125,009 in his name was credited to the 
Ameriean Financial Association, whose 
Treasurer was George F. Work. 

H. E Yerkes nad an account at the bank. 
The amount of $71,741 standing in his name 
on the books was credited to the American 
Finandial Association. The cashier said he 
acted under instructions of President 
Pfeiffer. The committee also interrogated 
William M. Smith, the assistant cashier of 
the Bank of America. 

It is not known at this time what deficien- 
cies they will be called upon to make good. 
The total amount of stock heid was $376,000. 
Mr. Work said that about 200, 000 of the 
notes discounted by the Bank of America 
were for his association. 

To the question as to whether on $1,000,000 
paid-in capital only 10 cents on a dollar could 
be produced, the cashier said it depended 
upon the securities and the time given to the 
association. He eseured the committee that 
he wonid do all he could to pay the money 
back. Examination as to just how many 
securities he had showed a rather 
mixed state of affairs. There were 
no shares of the Girard Trust on hand, 
while they formerly had five hundred. 
There was $225,000 in the Macon, Ga., street 
railway stock that was not paying dividends. 
His testimony closed by saying that it was 
bard to explain but the stock had gone into 
the American Life Insurance company. 
Cashier Dungan said his books had not been 
audited since 1887, and that he had not en- 
tered' on the books discounts and loans 
which had been made. The committee will 
meet again Saturday. 


STRENGTH OF THE LOTTERY MEMBERS. 


It Is Shown by @ Vote in the Louisiana Leg- 
isliature. 

Nsw OrtEans, La, May 21.—|Special.]— 
The first test vote on the lottery queston 
came up in the House today and showed the 
antis in an unbroken phalanx of thirty-eight 
votes -a minority, but more than two-thirds 
of a House of ninety-eight members, conse- 
quently enough to hold the aggressive major- 
ity in check. 

The question came up on declaring vacant 
the seat of Alphonse Phillips, member of the 
House from the Twelfth Ward of New Or- 
ieans. Phillips is a fugitive from justice, 
charged with forgery and embezzlement of 
some $50,000 or 860, 000. 

After a prolonged debate the motion to un 
seat was carried, the fifty-three lottery men 
voting yes and the thirty-eight antis no. The 
Governor will probably exercise his own 
pleasure about ordering an election m Phil- 
lips’ place. Since tne fugitive legislator has 
been convicted of no crime and it requires a 
two-thirds vote to expel a member, it can 
only be done on presentation of formal 


charges. 
A CONSPIBACY IN LOWER CALIFORNIA. 


Wealthy Filibusters Said te Be Organizing 
a New Sepublic. 

San Francisco, Cal, May 21.—The Chroni- 
cle this morning devotes four columns to de- 
tails of an alleged conspiracy to capture 
Lower California and to found an mdepend- 
ent Republic, to be followed by annexation 
to the United States. The revelations are 
claimed to involve a number of prominent 
capitalists interested in Lower California 
lands and mines and well-known citizens of 
Los Angeles and San Diego, which latter 
city appears to have been tne headquarters 
of the filipusters. 

Marshal Gard and Collector of United 
States Customs Berry today expressed tnem- 
seives as being satisfied that the officials of 
Lower California were to have been seized.

The Course of Engiand and Germany in 
Eastern Africa.

Loxpox, May 21.—Stanley made some 
trenchant remarks on Engiand and Germany 
in Africa tonight at the banquet tendered 
him by the London Chamber or Commerce. 
Speaking of his travels he rewarked 
that in 1870 it was reported that 
Dr. Livingstone was lost and the 
New York Herald sent the speaker to find 
bim. He (Stanley) did so and returned to 
Zanzibar and England. What was done? 
The English said he was an imposter, sensa- 
uonalist, and forger, but time disproved these 
accusations and Livingstone’s last journal 
proved that he (Stanley) had done what he 
said, but because he was a mere journalist 
and penny-a-liner it was supposed that he 
was only a sensationalist. In 1874 de 
was sent back in to Africa. Stan- 
ley then described his travels and pointed 
out that, although so much had been done by 
English travelers to open the dark regions 
of Africa, yet this country failed to take 
advantage of tneir discoveries. In a 
bantering manner Stanle spoke 
the great interest rmans 
manifested in the flora and fauna 
of Africa, while on the part of this country 
there was an indifference as to what was ac- 
tually occurring. A number of his friends, 
however, had come together to try and do 
something in the regions which they had said 
should be in whole or in part a British 
possession some time. They had raised a 
capital of half a millon, but instead of being 
permitted to make a road which, without 
right or ler 
should go straight to the prom 
land they were compelled to squander 
some thousands of pounds in fighting the 
Government. If the fi t portions 
of Africa were to be given up to 
others and only sterile lands be left 
he would be one of the first to 
advise the British company to retire.

A 
nervous subject may be hysteric, epileptic, or 
the victim of hallucisations or impuises of 
various kinds, which result in eccentric 
actions or abnormal physical conditidns. 
The nervous system of some of these per- 
sons isin such an excessively morbid state 
that an external sensation, such as a sudden 
noise, the ticking of a watch, a pres 
sure on the body, contact with a warm 
or cold body, a breath, a ray of light, 
the reflection from some bright o sus 
pends animation. The subject falis into a 
sleep which lasts for a longer or shorter 
time, and wakes 40 forget everything that 
has passed during this period, though it may 
have filied with acts and incidents and m 
have continued several weeks. The Witc 
of Endor was probably a mere bundle of 
nerves—a sort of spirit medium of Bibie 
times. The Pyttioness of Delphi was a 
hysteric or epileptio capable of extreme 
nervous exaltation. The witches and sor- 
cerers of the middle ages were in many cases 
the victims nervous attacks, which tnose 
about tue m. they themselves sincerely 
believed to be caused by divine or demonlao 
inspiration. In the light of modern science 
these characters and events are seen in a less 
mysterious light. 

imilar things happen im injuries to the 
brain, in cases of hysteria, and even in som- 
nambulism.. Even the ordimary dreamer 
recalis in a dream what he has seemed to see 
in a former dream, though he may never 
have renmiembered it in his waking moments. 


It is not, perhaps, for this reason the less 


remarkable, for sleep, with its active brain, 
its thoughts and ite visions, remains and 
may always remain one of the mysteries of 
existence. To tne doctors all these things 
indicate disease. Dreams are the result of 
an imperfect digestion. The subjugation 
of one person to another’s will, the dual 
state in one of which the subject seems on the 
confines of another world, is caused by a 
disorganized nervous system.

Chemical atoms attract or 1 one another 
in virtue of a universal law of whose hidden 
force and meaning we have not the remotest 
conception. But we are consoled when we 
discover that something in nature falis with- 
in the domain of natural. The phenomenon 
is classihed, but has by no means ceased to

CONVICTS WHU MAKE SHOES. 


A Statement from the Firm of Selz. 
Schwab & Co. 

Referring to the report made to the Trades 
and Labor Assembly regarding the employ- 
ment of convict labor by the firm of Selz, 
Schwab & Co., Charles H. Schwab said yes- 
terday: 

The statement was wrong. It purported 
to come from men who had gone through the 
prison shops and counted the men. They 
say that we employ eighty odd men more 
than our contract calls for. This is not so. 
We have ey run from ten to fifteen men 
below our maximum. The highest number 
of men we have had at any one time was 258, 
including foremen and instructors, Our con- 
tract calls for 250 convicts. We often fall 
below this number. For at least six months 
new men are nearly worthless. They destroy 
more material than their labor brings benefit. 
In the factory at Joliet we must have in- 
structors and foremen. The investigating 
committee counted these as hands.“ 

„How many!“ 

“ Weil, sometimes eight, sometimes twenty. 
It depends on the number of old uands. 

How much do we pay for the convicts? 
About 67 cents per day per man. It will fail 
below that in some cases, perhaps. The new 
men only get 60 cents perday. Most of our 
men are mexperienced.“ 

„How many experts have you?’ 

“Few. The ‘workers’ are continually 
dropping out. Their terms expire and we 
must put new men in their places. These 
are of no good for at least six months. They 
are usually careless fellows and do not learn 
quickly.“ 

‘* But they make good shoes.“ 

“QO, yes; they make first-class wearing 
shoes.

ALD. CULLERTON’sS ECONOMY. 


Retiring Men from the Street Bureau-—Cre- 
gier and the Library Ordinance. 

Ald. Cullerton, the new Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, has begun a tour of im- 
spection in the departments to ascertain 
where economy may be practiced. He has 
commenced with the street bureau of the 
Department of Public Works, and at his in- 
stance two of the five street foremen em- 
ployed in the Town of Lake have been re- 
tired from the public service.

Other economies practiced 
in this department would make the appro- 
priation for street cleaning ample. Mr. Cul-

Members of the Library Board fear that 
Mayor Cregier will veto the Dearborn Park 
ordinance passed Monday evening. because 
he is so strongly in favor of the Lake-Front 
as a site for the World's Fair, ana would 
tnerefore keep thie property in that neigh- 
borhood unincumbered. In the same con- 
nection it is mentioned that Director Jeffery 
has suggested that one of the Fair buildings 
might so constructed that it could be left 
standing for the use of the library.

Ten Years for Burglary. 

John Keating. John Kennedy, and David Hal- 
ie were yesterday found guilty of burglary 
and given ten years each in the penitentiary.

: DR. WILLIAM n. BYFORD sUCCUMBS 


TO AN ATTACK OF BEART DIAS. 


Calcification of the Coronary Arteries, 
Which Had Been Going On for Three 
Years, the Cause of His Death—He Ex- 
pires st His Home Surrounded by His 
Family—His Reputation Is National—A 
Sketch of His Meritorious Career. 


At g o’clock yesterday morning Dr. Win- 
iam H. Byford, one of Chicagos best known 
physicians, and a medical writer and lectur- 
er of Natjonal reputation, died of heart dis- 
ease at his home in this city, No. 1883 Indi- 
ana avenue. 

Dr. Byford had been afflicted with heart 
trouble for some time, but the symptoms 

| “were not serious 
- 2 enough to cause him 
al if Ba to anticipate a fatal 
result. Tuesday after- 
noon he was engaged 
in attending to his 
usual professional du- 
ties, and gave no indi- 
cation of feeling at all 
ill. He retired at night 
seemingly in his usual 
heaith and good spir- 
its, but shortly after 
midnight he was taken 
with severe pains in 
DR. w. H. BYFORD. the region of the heart. 
About 1 p’clock he awoke his wife aad in- 
formed her of nis suffering. Physicians 
were summoned, among whom was his son, 
Dr. Henry T. Byford, but he grew worse rap- 
idly, and expired about 8 o’clock. 

His entire family, consisting of his wife, 
his son, and his three daughters, Mrs. Byford 
Leonard, Mrs. D. J. Schuyler, and Miss 
Maud Byford, together with his father-in- 


| law, L. H. Flersheim, were at his bedside at 


the time of his death. 

The death certificate returned dy Dr. 
Henry T. Byford ascribes his father’s demise 
to heart failure, and states that death oc- 
curred at 8 a. m. after two and one-half 
hours’ sickness. The cause of the death was 
calcification of the coronary arteries, which 
had been going on for neariy three years. 

The arrangements for the funeral have not 
yet been made. Notice will be given here- 


after. 
HIS MERITORIOUS CAREER. 

[William Heath Byford was one of the bright- 
est lights in the medical profession in the 
West. At the time: of his death he was pro- 
fessor ef gynecology and diseases of women and 
children in Rush Medical college, and occupied a 
similar posiuon in the Women's Medical College 
of er eng of which he was the president and 
founder. He was also surgeon-in-chief of the Wom- 
an's Hospital of Chicago, and was a pioneer, if 
not the principal mover, in the West of the med- 
ical education of women. In addition to chese 
important positions he was consulting physician 
in the Presbyterian hospital, and many other 
hospitals in this city. 

illiam Heath Byford was born in the Vill 

of Eaton, O.. March 20, 1817. epg his infancy h 
parents removed to New Albany, Ind., and later 
to Hindostan, in the same State. Here his father 
died when William was in his ninth year, and the 
boy was compelled to give up bis elementary 
stu@es in the country school. ive years later 
he was apprenticed to a tailor at Palestine, III., 
where he remained two years, men going into 
the service of a tailor at Vincennes, Ind., where 
he remained four years and devoted his spare 
time to the study of borrowed books, from which 
he gained a fair knowledge of Latin, Greek, and 
French. Hehad a natural fondness for medi- 
cine, and sought every opportunity to educate 
himself in chemistry, physiology, and natural 
history. Before the expiration of his apprentice- 
ship he decided to devote his life to medicine. He 

ursued his studies under the guidance of Dr. J. 

addox qt Vincennes and after about eighteen 
months he passed a satisfactory examination 
and began practice at Owensville, Ind., in Au- 
gust, 1 He continued to prosecute his 
studies, however, and after having atterded 
lectures he obtained a diploma from the Ohio 
Medical College at Cincinnati in 1845. Two 
years later he published an account of that dif- 
ficult and unusual surgical operauon known as 
the Ceesarian section. He continued to con- 
tribute to standard medical journals from time to 
time and gained no little reputation for his liter- 
ary ability, his intellectual penetration, and his 
scientific knowledge. 

In October, 1850, he was elected to the Chair of 
Anatomy in the Evansville Medical College, 
from which two years later he was transferred to 
the Chair of Theory and Practice. He retained 
this position until the college was discontinued 
in 1854. In May, 1857, he was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent of the American Medical Association, then 
assembled at Nashville, Tenn. The followmg 
autumn he was called to the Chair of Obstetrics 
and Diseases of Women and Children in Rush 
Medical College, Chicago. Two years later he 
resigned this position and united with several 
medical associates in establish and organiz- 
ing tne Chicago Medical College. in this institu- 
tion he accepted the chair he had vacated in 
Rush College. .

Mormonism. It cannot escape public atten- 
tion that the Democratic Justices were Na- 
tionalists when that doctrine was invoked to 
prevent State interference with the 
liquor traffic, and yet two weeks later 
they deny the power of the Federal Govern- 
ment to deal effectively with Mormon 
polygamy aad bigamy, éven in a Territory, to 
say nothing of a State. In the liquor case 
they held tnat the power of the Nation ran 
over all State lines and bore down State 
laws and went with packages of liquor 
through and into ail Commonwealths and se- 
cured to venders of strong drink the unre- 
strained privileges of free commerce. Many 
strong Natiovalists do not claim that Nawon- 
ai authority goes to that extent. Three Re- 
publican members of the Supreme Court dis- 
sented. Senutor Edmunds declared that m 
the decision written by Chief Justice Fuller 
and concurred in by Lamar and Field, along 
with three Republican Justices, “the Su- 
preme Court had taken tne longest step ever 
taken within a hundred years toward the 
centralization of power.” Yet, having au- 
nounced that doctrine where it was wanted 
to protect the liquor traffic from State laws, 
the Democratic Justices have no difficulty in 
holding that Congress is without power in a 
Territory to forfeit property of \he polyga- 
mist church acquired and used in violation of 
National law and civilization. The Demo- 
cratic Justices cannot escape the popular 
suspicion that they blow hot in defense of 
Democratic rum-sellers and then blow cold 
to protect the Demiocratic polygamists of 
Utah. 

Although the contrasting opinions of the 
Democratic Justices in the recent cases have 
caused so much surprise, they are only what 
might have been expected. Democrats never 
have held tothe State sovereignty doctrine 
consistently, except where it was used to up- 
hold slavery. The natural tendency of the 
Democratic mind is to push the doctrine of 
fundamental rights to an extreme and to 
Umit and prevent as far as possible punish- 
ment of individuals for commission of crime 
by any public authority, Federal or State. 
Democratic Judges demand specific provis- 
10ns for every interference with an individ- 
ual, and when such measures have not been 
provided they justify one offender in selling 
liquor in defiance of State laws and another 
in adbermg to the Mormon conspiracy in 
contempt of National laws. The Mormons 
vote the Democratic ticket, and they expect 
Democratic Judges to give them home 
rule” and “local self-government.” They 
occupy the same position as the ex-Confed- 
erates at the opening of the Rebellion, and 
ask only to be let alone.“ There ought, 
then, to be no more surprise that the rulings 
of Democratic Judges fayor the polygamists 
than that they neurly always oppose inter- 
ference with the traffic in liquor. Hence, 
while they were setting up ths State sover- 
elgnty doctrine in the Supreme Court to 
shelter Democratic Mormons Senator Vest of 
Missouri was reading in the Senate and 
lauding their decision of two weeks before in 
which they affirmed the existence of a cet- 
tralized National power, which, when in- 
voked for the protection of liquor-venders, 
was found strong enough to overturn ail op- 
posing State laws. it is well to remember in 
contemplating these rulings that a bolt of 
Prohibition Republicans in New York made 
Cleveland President and gave him the power 
to put Democratic jurists on the Supreme 
Bench. 


PUMP INTO THE DESPLAINES. 
The Council passed an order two months 
ago directing the Mayor to increase the quan- 


| tity of water pumped from the South Branch 


into the canal by procuring pumps to rein- 
force those now in use at the canal locks, 
“and to supplement the same if necessary 
by the provision of further pumping facili- 
ties at some suitable point of discharge into 
the Desplaines River.“ It also appropriated 
$150,000 for the purchase of the necessary 
machinery, eto. 

At the time this action was taken it was 
believed that the Canal Commissioners 
would allow the quantity of water pumped 
into the canal to be largely increased—in- 
deed, they said as much. But it is now an- 
nounced that they have changed their minds, 
saying that the canal is tull, and that the 
bangs must be raised before an additional 
gallon is pumped in. It may bes that this 
change on their part is due to the fact that 
the heavy spring rains and the local drain- 
age into that ditch have given the canal 
about all it can do to carry off 45,000 cubic 
feet a minute pumped into it. When the ary 
summer months come they may change their 
minds again and offer to take the 80,000 feet 
they declared last fall the canal could dis- 
charge. 

Assuming, however, that they stand by 
their présent conclusion thére is no reason 
why the city should relax its efforts to keep 
the riveras clean and the drinking-water as 
free from pollution as possibie till the deep 
channel is cut. At present the river is not 
specially offensive, and the water supply is 
not bad, showing the good which has been 
done by the constant use of thé Bridgeport 
pumps with their limited capacity. But a 
heavy rain or some accident at the canal 
locks may put matters into bad shape again. 
Therefore it will be wiser for the Mayor, 
who is unable to obey part of the order be-

CONGRESS AND THE LOUISIABA LOTTERY. 
There are how three bills which have been 
mtroduced this session in Congress forbid- 
ding the use of the mails to the swindling 
Louisiana Lottery scheme. It's the lack of 
some such law as this that enables the man- 
agers of that gambling institution to send out 
their circulars, their lying statements, and 
their inducements for investment, and to re- 
ceive the hard-carned money of com 
tively impecunious people, for it is from that 
Glass the lottery company collects the most 
of its revenue. It it were made a penal of- 
fense to employ the mails for this purpose 
the company could not fleece its victims, buy 


up newspapers and legislators, and offer 


million dollar bribes to buy a State right to 
rob thé whole Union. The colossal extent of 
the bribe it has offered to the Louisiana Leg- 
isiature is in itself an indication of the huge 
profits it makes out ofits dupes. It is within 
bounds to say that these profits now amount 
to over $5,000,000 ver annum, ana in the mak- 
ing of mem the Government of the United 
States, to the extent that it grants the com- 
pany the use of ite post-offices ana postal 
clerks and allows one of its National banks 
to be its official despository, is a silent but 
nevertheless a guilty partner in tue nefarious 
business. 

The Governor of Louisiana is making a 
gallant fight to prevent the extension ot the 
charter of the swindling institution for an- 
other twenty-five years. The Anti-Lottery 
League of New Orleans, composed of the 
honest and moral people of that community, 
are fighting it also, and they appeal to Con- 
gress to pass a law which sh&ll prevent the 
company from using the mails. They set 
forth that as only 8 per cent of its revenue 
comes from Louisiana such a bill would ren- 
der its charter worthiess, and they add: 
“Tne United States postal service is the 
means used by the lottery company for the 
debasenient of National morals.” What is 
the reason that one of these bills at least is 
not brought forward to tne consideration of 
Congress? Why is it that Congress has time 
enough to discuss a multitude of other sub- 
jects but has no time to save hundreds of 
thousands of dupes from this legalizea gang 
of chartered thieves in New Orleans? How 
is it that the lottery company has such con- 
trol over the committees having these b lis 
in charge as to prevent them from being 
brought. forward to passage? Can it be that 
it is using boodle in Washington as well ag in 
Louisiana?

A BRUTE OF A MAYOR, 

The rather novel spectacle is afforded just 
now of a United States port besieged by a 
National war vessel and its entire crew of 
marines in pursuit of the Mayor of the port. 
The Mayor is Mayor Cottrell and the port is 
Cedar Keys, Fia., a place in Levy County 
dot about 1,500 people, who have been bull- 
dozed and maltreated by this rufflan for years 
and who have elected and reélected him 
Mayor because they dia not dare td do other- 
wise. r 

During all this period this drunken brute, 
aidea by a gang of toughs, has made lifea 
burden to the people of Cedar Keys, espe- 
cially the blacks. He has shot men down in 
cold blood, threaténed to “do people up” 
with his shotgun if they appeared upon 
the streets, browbeaten and maltreated 
strangers, notified women he would horse- 
whip them if he met them, slashed people 
with his knife, helped himself to liquor with- 
out paying for it, and in general has painted 
the Town of Cedar Keys a most sanguinary 
tint. The Governor of the State meanwhile 
has either been unwilling or unable to sup- 
press him, and it was not until the brute had 
threatened the life of the United States 
Marshai and the Collector of the port that 
Uncle Sam determined to interfere. The 
revenue cutter McLean arrived there last 
Friday and*now lies with her guns command- 
ing the main street and all approaches to the 
wharves, railroad stauon, and custom-house. 
The marines have driven him into the woods, 
and, reinforced by the Deputy Marshals, are 
making desperate efforts to capture him. 
The few whites sympathize with the drunken 
savage and pour out execrations against the 
National Government when it is safe for 
them to do so, but the negroes are delighted, 
as will be seen by the following extract from 
the correspondence of the New York Times: 


The presence of United States seamen in the 
streets of Cedar Keys has set the whole negro 
opulation wild with ‘excitement. During the 
ast ten years the negroes have not dared to show 
their faced out after dark. Cottrell would often 
amuse himself by compelling negroes, and espe- 
cially hegro preachers, to strip to the waist and 
„butt“ each other with their heads ram fashion. 
Any failure to comply resulted in the leveling of 
a cocked revoiver, accompanied with a threat of 
instant death. As the detachment of Jack Tars 
marched through the town, their big, baggy trou- 
sers shaking at every tread, their bright cut- 
lasses and revolvers strapped to their sides, their 
Springfield rifles swung over their shoulders, the 
negroes could restrain themselves no longer, but 
shouted right and left: Good Lord! the Yun- 
kee sojérs is come: glory to Jesus!“ One old 
colored Woman, whose declining years have evi- 
deatly not been sweetened by the reign of terror, 
tottered to Ler door and with upraised hands 
cred: “Glory to God; Mass Linkum sojers 
come at last.” 


The orders of the Captain of the McLean 
are to take Cottrell alive if possible, but to 
shoot him on the spot if he offers the least 
resistance. As the brute has sworn that he 
will not be taken alive, the chances are that 
the marines will have to bring in his worth- 
less carcass. As this would be an entirely 
proper and desirable consummation of this 
miserable business, no one will regret his 
taking off. No amount of punishment to bim 
alive could make compensation for his beast- 
liness and brutality. He should be shot 
down like a wild beast.

THE “ORIGINAL PACKAGE” PROBLEM. 

Senator Edmunds went to the core of the 
question as to the regulation of inter-State 
trafflo in liquor when he said that if the 
Opinions of the Supreme Court and of the 
Senate committee were both to be respected 
“the States have no power to deal with the 
subject and Congress has no power to deal 
with it.” Of course no such conclusion can 
be accepted, although it would seem to fol- 
low in a logical way from certain constitu- 
tuonal theories which have been generally ac- 
cepted heretofore and not regarded as in con- 
flict. It has not been held by any party that 
Congress can delegate any of its constitu- 
tional powers to the States, and yet it is now

The prime 
purpose in the adopuon of the Constitution 
was to secure free commerce between all 
parts of the country, and that blessing has 
been preserved only by the vigilance and 
courage of the Federal courts in resisting 
the attacks made upon inter-State tratflo by 
the States under guise of exercising the po- 
lice power. It would be a serious matter to 
break in on the old rule as to free commerce, 
and yet it will not do to permit defiance of 
local liquor laws under pretense of exercis- 
ing a right of inter-State traffic.

was a fair one, and, if followed, would avoid 
difficulties which cannot be approached from 
any other point of view with safety. In- 
stead of interfering with the old uniform 
rules as to commerce between the States, 
let it be held that Federal authority goes 
with liquor only while it retains the char- 
acter of an import and remains in the origi- 
nal package. It would follow that any sale 
at retail or to be drank on the premises 
would come under State law exclusively 
and saloons could be taxed or prohibited as 
the States would see fit. In sthis view the 
individual would have a right to import 
liquor for his own use, but not for sale with- 
out the permission of the State. This inter- 
pretation is fully warrahted by the language 
ot the decision, but if the court really means 
that the right to import liquor carries with 
it the right to sell otherwise than in the orig- 
inal package, the quesuon precipitated on 
the country is one of profound importance 
aad difficulty.

This is true. It is a case where a minority, 
active, energetic, and unscrupulous, under 
the control of the Eastern manufacturers, 
has coerced and dragooned a disunited, inert 
majority, each of whose members wanted the 
bill to fail and each of whom was afraid to 
vote against it. A disciplined minority, 
ciaiming to be the sole authorized expounder 
of the party creed on the tariff question, a 
minority which has behind it, pushing it on 
and keeping it up to its work, the sharkish 
plutocrats of the East, who are greedy for 
larger profits, and who do not care what be- 
comes of the consumer or the Republican 
party so that they get the plunder—such a 
minority, so inspired by the free use of the 
words “treason” and “traitors,”’ by the 
vague terrors of the caucus and the lash of 
the party whip, has forced a faint-hearted 
| majority, which had not the courage of its 
convictions, to betray the interests cf its 
own constituents and do the will of the bull- 
dozers. 

A majority of the Republican members of 
the House know that the McKinley bill is 
wrong as a whole and in most of its parts. 
They know that its passage will be unwel- 
come to their constituents and will work 
them grievous harm, and yet they voted for 
it. They did so in the hope that the Senate 
will either shelve it or so amend it as to take 
the wickedness out of it. They hoped fur- 
ther that if those tactics which succeeded in 
the House succeed in the Senate and the bill 
passes there the President will brain the 
abortion with his veto. 

How much better it would be for the coun- 
try and for themselves if these Western 
members had less hope and more courage. 
Had they the manhood to vote what they be- 
lieved the Nation would not have séen for 
the first time im its history the spectacle in a 
time of profound peace, with no impending 
hostilities, with no heavy war debt pressing 
down on the revenues, with a great surplus 
in the Treasury, with an overfiowing rev- 
entie and no need for additional money, of 
Congress passing a bill s0 increasing the 
tariff duties as to make them almost pro- 
hibitory and to add hundreds of millions a 
year to the burdens of American consumers 
when they had for years been clamoring for 
relief and declaring that the duties already 
imposéd on them were too grievous to be 
borne.

Tun Japanese are about to cast their bal- 
lots for the first time, as parliamentary elec- 
tions will be heid Julyi. The canvass for 
representatives has not been unlike that in 
other countries and has been conducted with 
much enthusiasm. The prefectures and cities 
of the Empire are divided into election pre- 
cincts, based upon the principle of equal rep- 
resentation. The qualifications of the elector 
differ from ours, however, as he must have 
arrived at the age of 25 and must pay at 
least $15 a year in taxes. The method of pro- 
cedure in voting is somewhat novel, as will 
be seen by the followirg description: 


Admission to the voting booth will only be per- 
mitted to holders of entrance tickets, and should 
the place be inconveniently crowded the elect- 
ors may be required to accept tickets regulating 
the order in which they are to vote. ere are 
no ballot-boxes. Each elector gives bis name 
to the présiding official, the headman of the dis- 
trict, with whom are associated not less than 
two and not more than five witnesses, nominated 
by him. Having compared the name with the 
electoral list, the headman bands a voting paper 
to the élector, whois required to inscribe there- 
on the name of the person he votes for, together 
with hisown name and residence, and to affix his 
stamp. The voting 9 is then placed in 
a having two lids, each fitted with a 
different key, one key being in the custody of the 
headman, the other in that of the witnesses. 
The polling being over, the box is shut and for- 
warded in charge of one or more of the witnesses 
to the district office of the place of lling. 
There it is opened by the Chairman of Election, 
with whom is as ted a committee of not less 
than three and not more than seven, chosen from 
among the witnesses assembled from the differ- 
ent voting places. The Chairman and the super- 
intending officers at the various veting booths 
are local officials who owe their positions to the 
votes of the people themselves under the regular 
system of local government. Not until the 
names of the persons elected are communi 
by the Chairman to the Governor or Prefect do 
the officials of tne cantral Government begin to 
have any conuecuon with the business.

Post- Offices, Carriers, and Wards. 

CHICAGO, May 19.—|Editor of The Tribune.}]— 
Willi you kindly favor me with answers to the 
following questions: (1) How many post-offices 
(branch offices) are there in the city? (2) How 
many mail carriers are employed by the city? 
(3) How many voting wards are there in this city? 

READER. 

[(1) There are thirteen branch offices or postal 
stations in the city, besides forty-six independ- 
ent post-offices over which the Chicago Post- 
master has no control, but which will eventually 
de placed under the jurisdiction of the main Chi- 
cago office. (2) No mail carriers are employed 
by the city, but there are 615 carriers connected 
with the Chicago Post-Office. The Englewood 
carriers, however, serve a portion of the city. 
The carrier service is not coextensive with the 
city limits, as the Federal Government does not 
taxe immediate recognition of municipal action 
such as the annexation of territory, hence a por- 
tion of the city is without carrier service, ana 
the mail is delivered at the forty-six independent 
post-offices. (8) Thirty-four. ]} 


Sanitary Objections to the Lake-Front Site. 

CuIcaGco, May 20.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
I have read with much interest all letters refer- 
ring to the use of the Lake-Front for the World's 
Fair. Among them all I have waited to see some 
one refer to the sanitary part of its contemplated 


use, and would now ask in my turn, How is it. 
possible to dig earth or sand from the bottom of 


the lake in quantities sufficient to fill so large a 
space as requ or even to bring from a dis- 
tance some part of it to mix with that taken from 
the lake, and have it become dry enough to build 
over? Any one knows that to turn over wet soll 
in quantities fills the air with moisture, and from 
this rank, damp, watery mass, that could not lie 
in a hot sun long enough to dry thoroughly be- 
fore being covered with buildings, will rise night 
and day vapor which, to say the least, will breed 
sickness and perhaps death or pestilence. Chills 
and feyer and malaria are the least to be expect- 
ed from breathing it, those who live nearest far- 
ing worst, while many whose business takes them 
near enough every day to inhale its poison will 
also suffer. 6 

Aside from this death-dealing land is the sew- 
erage Which must be drained from buildings, 
Ste., which in the case of the thousands of vis- 
itors expected must be an immense quantity to 
flow daily into the lake. The crib is so compara- 
tively near this proposed site that the water 
flowing into it will soon become affected, and 
dysentery and typhoid-fever be a natural conse- 
quence. 

Jackson Park, aside from any other reason, 
must be a healthier situation, and, even without 
this to choose, the health of our guests as well 
as the health of those nearest and dearest to us 
demands that the Lake-Front as a site should 
receive no further consideration.

THE SENATE LIKELY TO SHAPE LEG- 
ISLATION ON TSE SUBJECT, 


Senators Likely to Put Through a Bill Car- 
rying a Liberal Appropriation for the 
Improvement of the Mississippi and Its 
Tributaries—Mr. Stewart Speaks in the 
Senate in Favor of Silver—General Wash- 
ington News. 

Wasnixorox, D. C., May 21.—[Special.]— 
Superior legislative generaiship is credited 
to the Senators who are interested in secur- 
ing the largest possible amount of govern- 
mental aid toward the improvement of the 
Mississippi Kiver, and itis claimed that at 
present the Senate holds ‘the “whip hand“ 
and will be able to control auy legislation 
that is hkely to be enacted during the ses- 
sion, carrying liberal appropriations for 
works of pmblic improvement, not only along 
the Mississippi and its tributaries, but upon 
rivers and harbors generally. 

Slight irritation has been manifested in 
the House and elsewhere upon the mistaken 
idea that the Senators were not making suf- 
ficiently vigorous efforts. to force prompt 
action by the Senate upon. the bill passed by 
the House about two weeks ago to provide 
$1,000,000 to be immediately available tor the 
improvement of the Mississippi River. Con- 
ferences between members of the two 
Housés have, however, led to the under- 
standing that the Senators are pursuing a 
course from whieh the best advantages are 
likely to result. 

Their explanation is that to have passed 
the House bill promptiy woula have supplied 
only $1,000,000 for temporury use, and com- 
plications might afterwards have occurred to 
render it impossible to get an additional sum 
during this year.

MR. STEWARBT’S PLEA FOR SILVER, 


Its Remonetization Would, He Says, Pro- 
duce Good Times Again. 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 21.—In the Sen- 
ate this morning the resignation of Sergeant- 
at-Arms Canaday was received and laid on 
the table. It is to take effect June 30, 

The Silver bill was then taken up. Mr. 
Stewart proceeded to address the Senate. 
He argued that the demonetization of silver 
haa depressed prices of commodities from 30 
to 40 per cent, and its remonetization would 
produce good times again. The object of the 
silver men was to furnish more money, to 
stop contracuon, to relieve the debtor and 
producer, and to preserve to the people their 
* * ot property and liberty. 

n conclusion he said there was no middle 
ground in the contest between usury and 
justice. The demonetization of silver was a 
erime against civilization, and nothing but 
the full restoration of that metal to tne place 
which it occupied before the crime was com- 
mitted could redress the wrong, or redeem 
the pledge of the Republican party. 

Mr. Eustis asked Mr. Stewart whether his 
interpretation of the silver plauk in the Re- 
publican party platform (that. it meant free 
coinage of silver) was the recognized in- 
terpretation of the party. 

Mr. Stewart replied that it could have no 
other interpretation and added wat he him- 
self had drawn that plank. 

Mr. Farwell—I was a member of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions at the last Nationa! 
Republican Convention and I desire to ex- 
press my dissent from the opinion given by 
the Senator from Nevada. No such inter- 
pretation was considered by that committee.

Pirrspure, Pa., May New York Even- 
ing Post.|—The statement of the Commercial 
Gazette (high - tariff Republican) that the miil-

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“to reduce the amount of United 
States bonds to be required of National 
banks, and to restore to the channels of 
trade the excessive accumulations of lawful 
money in the Treasury,” provides that the 
compulsory requirement for the deposit by 
National banks of Government bonds with the 
Treasurer of the United States, except that 
required as security for deposits of public 
moneys, shall be limited to $1,000 for each 
bank, provided that the voluntary withdrawal 
of bonds for the retirement of National 
bank notes shall not exceed the sum of $3,- 
000,000 in anyone month, without tne ap- 

rovaland consentof the Secretary of the 

reasury; that, on the surrender by a Na- 
tional bank of any sum ofits circula 
notes by the required deposit of lawt 
money with the Treasurer for their redemp- 
tion, its entire liability tor the surrendered 
notes shall cease, the Treasurer redeeming | 
and destroying the motes as now provided; 
and in lieu of the fund ot lawiul money 
heretofore set apart for the redemption of 
surrendered notes, amounting to the entire 
sum ofsuch notes unredeemed, the Treasur- 
er, ju the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shall establish a reserve fund 
amounting to not less than 5 nor more than 
20 per cent of the entire sum of notes unre- 
deemed. 

The explanation given for proposing such 
radical changes in the law is that the section 
of this bill releasing the banks from liability 
tor outstanding but lawfully -surrendered 
notes was devised to meet the cases of banas 
which still continue business, The law al- 
ready makes such provision in behaif of 
banks liquidating and: retiring from trade, 
and their shareholders; and, in Me. Sher- 
man’s — the omission of the others 
was merely the result of an oversight. The 
funds lodged by the banks with the Treas- 
urer are strictly trust funds until this omis- 
sion is made good. 

The section providing for a new reserve 
fund would, itis thought, instre a sufficient 
sum being on hand in lawful money to re- 
deem the thousands of dollars of surrendered | 
bank notes which are daily offered at the 
Treasury for redemption; and all excess of 
a reasonable sum of cash reserve for these 
redemptions of notes would be turned into 
the generul funds of the Treasury for bond 
purchases, ctc., in anticipation of current in- 
come, . 

The first provision of the bill would, says 
Mr. Sherman, reduce the compulsory own- 
ership of United States bonds to the 
minimum requirement of the technical- 
ity as to the constitutional right of the 
United States to charter banks. The 
Government, being now in the market 
as a large buyer of ite bonds, should 
take this pains to prevent the voluntary 
withdrawal of a rival owner of its bonds. 
The required ownership of bonds salable at 
22 per cent premium is onerous upon National 
banks in the smaller towns, where rates of 
money are high, because a bank-note issue at 
90 per cent of the deposits of such bonds re- 
sults in a loss of interest on the idle 32 per 
cent invested, which is not made good by the 
interest from the bonds, reduced by the an- 
nual sinking fund, and further reduced 
by the 10 per cent annual tax on circu- 
lation. A note issue at par of the bonds sai- 
able at this premium would yield an annual 
profit of not more than $12 for an investment 
of $12,200, on the basis of 6 per cent for 
money, and would occasion an actual ioss of 
511 A year if 7 per cent were current.” There 
being no profit to the Natuonal banks in note 
issue, the Senator things that they ought to

THE COAL-FIELDS NEAR DOVER, ENG. - 


A Large Addition to the Supply from 
southern Engiand. 

Nor can there be any doubt as to the value 
of these coal-fields, when the value of West- 
phaliau, Belgian, and French coai-fields 1s 
taken into account. The Westphalian’ fleid 
is 7,218 feet thick, with Ii seams, yielding 
290 feet of workable coal. That of Liege is 
7,600 feet, with 85 seams, and about 212 feet 
of workable coal. That of Mons 9,400, with 
110 seams and 250 feet of valuable coal. In 
Somersetshire the coal measures are 8,400 
feet thick, with 55 seams, yielding 98 feet of 
workable coal, and in South Wales 1,100 feet, 
with 75 seams and 120 feet of available coal. 
These coal fields may reasonably be taken to 
indicate the value of those which await the 
explorer in Soutnern England. 

Are they, however. it may be asked, within 
the depths at which mining can be carried 
on at profit? They occur at Dover at 1,204 
feet from the suriace, and at Calais at 1,104, 
and further to the west, between Dover and 
London, may be expected to be at the same 
depth as the Old Rea Sandstone under Lon- 
don, or at about 1,100 feet. This depth is well 
within the limits of practical mining. Most 
of the important coal pits in this country are 
worked at a much greater depth than this, 
and rango to over 2,300 feet.

WATER-WORKS PROBLEMS 


THEY ARE DISCUSSED BY A CONVEN.- 
TION IN CHICAGO, 


An Interesting Paper by Edwin Darling 
the Efficiency of Hydrants—The Fire 
Question—Mr. Linneen of This City 
Makes a Humorous Effort—Capt. Rom- 
sey Offers Some Explanations—He Also 
Springs a Joke—Rates Considered. - 


The Water-Works Association fairly gal- 
loped through the yesterday. When 
12 o’clock came J. Nelson Tubbs of Rochester 
was in the act of reading the paper which 
had been set down for tue last number of the 
day. The reason for this was not so much 
the anxiety of the convention to hear from 
Mr. Tubbs as it was from the failure of va- 
rious essayists to appear. 4 

The most important paper of the day was 
one by Edwin Darling, Superintendent of the 
water-works of Pawtucket, R. IL, on The 
Desirable Efficiency of Hydrants in Connec- 
tion with Water-Works.” The paper con- 
tained the following: 


MR. DARLING’S PAPER. 

Why do cities or towns expend great amounts 
of money to introduce water? First to protect 
their property from fire, and second to furnish 
water for domestic use and the supply of boilers, 
etc., for manufacturing purposes. Now, thesup- 
pression of fire is the most important factor we 
have to contend with. To enumerate the causes 
that have been positively ascertained would be 
useless. Convince the citizens of any city or 
town that they have a good fire protection, | 
the water-works become popular. In the first 
place the mains should be ofa sufficient dimen- 
sion to supply with ease the hydrants 
thereon, and they should never be less than si- 
inch inlets. Many cities and towns a great 
mistake in trying to reduce the cost of the works 
by using small mains and small hydrants. I can 
recall vo mind instances where ten, fifteen, and 
even twenty 
a six-inch 
and the pect that 
of them couid be used if wanted. It, is a well- 
known fact that four good fire 8 is all that 
can be expected from that class of mains. I am 
re minded of an instance, related by a friend, 
where two competing fire companies were trying 
to put outafireina house, and each one was 
using two hydrants situated on a six-inch main, 
with no effect on the fire, and as neither would 
give up to the other tne house was burned. Now, 
if both companies had shut one hydrant each 
ey would have been effective and the house 
would have been saved. Another mistake that 
is made is loca hydrants too far apart, where 
you have mains of sufficient mugnitude to sup- 
ply. Hydrants are cheaper than hose and will 

ast longer with less care; besides you get better 
results with short lines of hose. The f mn in 

the hose overcomes the p ure, and the effect- 

iveness is lost toalarge extent. The relative 

cost with the life of the hydrant in comparison 

with the life of the hose is largely in favor of the 

closeness of hydrants. Yes, t ~~ the 
hydrant costs money; admit it does, whatis the 
cost in comparison to its worth when you want 
it. and the location of one hydrant might save a 
$100,000 conflagration, or even more. Ask your 
chiefs of your fire departments if they think you 
have too many hydrants where the pipes are of the 
capacity equal to the demand and they will tell you 
no! But where they are not, the fire depart- 
ment is often censured for that which they are 
not te blame for, and in most of the cases the 
cause is traced to small mains and hydrants 
for economy. The hydrant is looked upon b 

some as a useless thing because it is not aed. 
or in other words because we do not have fires. 
We have on our works hundreds of hydrants 
that have never been opened for fire purposes in 
the last ten years, yet I would not know 
where to discard one; in fact we do not wish to 
use them only when we have a fire, and then 
they are wanted more than their value. We 
never want a fire; it is like the insurance on our 
houses; we pay, but do not want them to burn. 
I remember a few years ago some of our citizens

and the Superintendent has to stand the blame, 
as no one knows who did it. They should be in- 
spected as often as twice a year and properly 
oiled, but never inspected in extremely cold 
weather, as by the introduction of water they 
are liable to stick with frost. Of course there 
are certain kinds of flush hydrants that have to 
de looked after in extreme cold weather more 
frequently. With an experience of ten rs 
with from 400 to 800 hydrants we have but 
little trouble with frost. Ours are hydrants 
with rubber disks and shut against the pressure, 
and I nave never had to remove one as yet. 

In conclusion I would say that I have tried to 
give you a practical result of the efficiency of 
hydrants where you have good pressure and 
mains large enough to supply the demand. I 
contend that originators of water-works should 
always bearin mind that the efficiency of the 
hydrants is of the most importance, should 
always be looked after with the greatest care. 
Superintendents having charge of works, in 
—— extensions, should always try to connect 
ail dead ends, so as to reinforce the supply to the 
hydrants and make them more efficient as their 
works increase in m tude. 

In the discussion whieh followed the paper 
it was brought out that the water for 
fires during the year averaged less than 1 
per cent of the annual supply.
